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PREFACE 


The value of educational periodicals in furnishing the most recent literature on education is 
recognized by all educational librarians and researchers. Articles on new developments in education 
often appear, in fact, in periodicals before books on the particular topic are published. Sometimes 
authorities on particular subjects do not write books at all and contribute only to periodicals. For 


these and various other reasons it is clear that facility of access to these articles is important. 


In spite of the need, very few indexes devoted solely to education exist. As this is a field which 
could usefully be developed, the Editor of Education Abstracts felt it timely to assemble in one 
publication all the indexes to articles appearing in educational periodicals at present known to the 


Unesco Secretariat. The abstracts of the indexes in this volume have been divided in two groups: 
§rour 


A. indexes devoted to education 
B. general indexes containing sections on education 


They appear in alphabetical order by country, preceded by those which are international or regional 
in scope. Publications containing abstracts or digests of articles on education are included as well as 


indexes proper. 


The abstracts are preceded by an article written by Mr. W.L. Saunders, M.A., F.L.A., at present 
Deputy Librarian, University of Sheffield, and formerly Librarian at the Birmingham Institute of 
Education (from 1949 to 1956). In addition to pointing out the dearth of periodical indexes in the field 
of education, Mr. Saunders describes in some detail the attempt to solve this problem which has been 
carried out collectively during the past few years by the Librarians of Institutes of Education in 
England. It is hoped that this will provide a useful pattern for others. Indeed, the present issue of the 
Education Abstracts will have served some purpose if as a result of its publication, new schemes for 
indexing educational periodicals are started and existing ones improved. 


The listing of indexes in the issue does not pretend to be exhaustive; information concerning 
each entry is given as far as it is available to the Unesco Secretariat. Readers are therefore invited 


to send in additions as well as their comments and suggestions. 
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ACCESS TO CURRENT LITERATURE ON EDUCATION THROUGH 
PERIODICAL INDEXES, WITH SPECIAL REFERENCE TO ENGLAND

It has been estimated that more than 70, 000 journals are published in the world today’ 
and of these it is probable that 3% are specifically concerned with the field of education. 
Furthermore as students of education in common with those of most of the social sciences. draw 
ona fairly wide range of peripheral subjects, articles of interest to professional educationists 
will also be found in journals devoted to psychology, philosophy, sociology, medicine and other 








subjects. 
The total of journals which are of importance to the study of education is consequently 
sa formidable and, though many are trivial and of ephemeral interest, nevertheless, the latest 
ration findings of research are usually made known through the medium of journals. Countless periodical 
times articles of little immediate interest to research workers are, also, of potential value to the 
. For historian of education and the educational sociologist 
Tangible evidence of the importance of periodical literature was found in a recent study 
mn made by the writer. An analysis of the bibliographies in the well-known Encyclopedia of 
vhich Educational Research, edited by W.S. Monroe (New York, Macmillan, 1950) showed that the 
L one encyclopedia's 241 articles on major topics cited a total of approximately 12, 200 references 
o the Of these, nearly 5,000, or 41% were to periodicals. Although a good proportion of the references 


was accounted for by a comparatively small number of outstanding journals, the total number of 
journals referred to approached 400. This is a very considerable number, but it is by no 

means the whole story, for the encyclopedia, excellent though it is, has a predominantly American 
bias and takes comparatively little account of foreign language and other non-American material 


If such material were covered with the same thoroughness as the American, the figure of 40( 
journals would be very greatly exceeded. 


pe To make known to students of education the contents of so many journals is clearly not 
aneasy task. The most obvious means of tackling the problem is, of course, by the provision 
of indexing and abstracting services, and important progress in this direction has been made in 
recent years. Even so, comparisons with other fields, particularly those of pure and applied 
esent science and medicine, suggest that there is still great scope for improvement. Periodicals are 
re of much more important in these fields than in education (a study(2) has shown for example that 90% 
field of the references made by American physicists and chemists in their published work were to 
| periodicals), and first class indexing and abstracting services are absolutely essential for 
ies effective research. The problem here was much more difficult than that in education, for, thoug} 
- the boundaries of subjects were better defined, this advantage was offset by the infinitely greater 
f the number of journals to be dealt with. Although workers in these fields feel that they have stilla 
s for long way to go, (3) the number and quality of the indexing and abstracting services available to 
pure and applied scientists and medical research workers is anexampletoall the social sciences . 
The attention being given to the subject in these fields is borne out by the s teady flow of articles 
rning devoted to it (see for instance the long bibliography to Stevens (R.E.) Characteristics of subject 
dud literature, A.C.R.L. Monograph no. 6, January 1953), and any librarian will testify to the truth 


of a recent statement(4) that "Indexes and abstracts in the Social Sciences and Humanities are 
considerably less complete than those in the Natural Sciences. "' 
best served of the social sciences, but a satisfactory position has not yet been reached.

In all fields of knowledge, indexing and abstracting services are expensive to initiate 
and operate and, in consequence, they usually carry heavy subscription rates. Since expense 
is a major obstacle to the development of such services in education, it seems worthwhile to 
describe in some detail a successful and inexpensive co-operative indexing project being carried 
out in England by the librarians of the English Institutes of Education(9). 


It should first be explained that, as a result of recommendations made by the McNair 
Committee in 1944, Institutes of Education have been established by most of the Universities of 
England and Wales, and there is a non-university Institute at Cambridge. The main concern of 
all of these Institutes is with the training of teachers in their areas, but the McNair Committee 
envisaged a wider function for them which included the general encouragement of the study of 
education in their areas and the provision of library services(®). From 1947 onwards, Institute 
libraries began to be formed and today there are libraries at the following Institutes of 
Education: Birmingham, Bristol, Cambridge, Durham, Hull, Leeds, Leicester, Liverpool, 
London, Nottingham, Reading, Sheffield and Southampton. 


These libraries are still in their infancy but from the beginning their librarians have 
worked closely together as an informal group, aware of the problems referred to in the earlier 
part of this introduction: the vital importance of periodical literature to the study of education 
and the inaccessibility of most of it owing to lack of adequate indexing and abstracting services. 
As the Institutes developed and the demands made on the libraries by students of education in- 
creased, the problem became more acute. Several libraries were noting important periodical 
articles and bringing them to the attention of their members in various ways, but no single 
library could hope to make much impact on the situation. Ata meeting of the group early in 
1953, the possibility of co-operative indexing, i.e. each Institute accepting responsibility for 
certain periodicals, was first raised. Neither then nor subsequently has co-operative abstracting 
been seriously considered by the group. One reason for this is that librarians in their day-to- 
day work find indexes more useful than abstracts(7), but the main reason is that abstracting 
consumes much more time than indexing and calls for more specialized knowledge of the field 
than most librarians are likely to possess. 


As a preliminary step, the librarians of the Leeds and Cambridge Institutes, who were 
the prime movers in instigating the project, were asked to prepare a list of subject headings for 
consideration at a later meeting. When this list was presented it evoked discussion on problems 
fundamental to all indexing services and, in particular, on the question of arrangement of 
material. Would the articles be most usefully arranged under a few broad headings, such as 
Educational Psychology, Teaching Method, Principles and Philosophy of Education? Or would 
a detailed break-down under specific subjects, arranged alphabetically, be more desirable ? 
There is no straight answer to this. For a service which aims at being very selective, quoting 
only the most important articles, with the object of keeping educationists abreast of significant 
new literature, the former arrangement under a few broad divisions is lixely to be preferred. 

If, on the other hand, the objective is an index which will be a key to the complete contents of 
many journals - in other words a bibliographical tool likely to be extensively used by librarians 
and research workers - then an alphabetical arrangement under very specific subjects, on the 
lines of the H.W. Wilson Education Index, is the only really satisfactory answer. The Institutes 
decided to aim at a detailed alphabetical subject arrangement for their co-operative project, 
although many individual libraries continued to make selective lists of outstanding articles for the 
benefit of their own members.

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To produce the extensive list of subject headings required for this type of index was 
not easy, as the librarians of the Leeds and Cambridge Institutes discovered. No definitive list 
of subject headings for education was available to guide them and their trial list was largely based 
on the headings used in Education Index. As the only adequate test for their list seemed to be 
that of use, a six months! output of the periodicals to be covered was indexed by the group, and 
a trial index produced. This trial run revealed many deficiencies, and a sub-committee of 
three librarians was appointed to revise the list of subject headings in the light of the experience 
The revision took some months, and it has been our experience that the preparation of the list 
of subject headings is the most difficult and time-consuming of all the tasks associated with an 
indexing service It is time well spent, however, for a service based on building up a list 
ad hoc, would almost certainly break down at anearly stage. Our own subject headings are 
far from perfect, and are still being added to and amended, but on the whole the anglicized 
Education Index pattern on which they are based has proved a sound guide. 








Nearly as difficult in the initial stages as the production of a list of subject headings 





was the choice of journals for inclusion in our index. There was considerable scope: the 
Education Index, to which most Institutes subscribe, covered 152 journals, but only five of these 
were British. Our most useful task seemed to be to make good this deficiency by indexing the 


leading British education journals, but consideration had to be giventothe claims of various 
journals before the final list of 41 (i. e. about four to be indexed by each Institute) was arrived at. 
Most of the journals are exclusively concerned with education and their complete contents are 
indexed. Some, however, such as the British Journal of Delinquency and British Journal of 
Sociology are indexed only selectively, in so far as their contents are of interest to 
educationists. 





The main reason for restricting the number of journals covered was that no Institute 
librarian could give more than limited time to indexing and it was not known how long the work 
would take. The index was planned to appear three times a year, the first one covering the period 
August-November 1954; with practice, a four months! quota of journals takes each librarian at 
the most about a day to index. Thus the scheme has not made excessive demands on librarians' 
time and the question of increasing the number of journals covered may be considered later 
In the writer's opinion it would be worth while to index selectively a great many more journals 
devoted to subjects related to education. Many journals concerned with psychology produce 
articles of value to students of education and relevant articles from these journals might 
systematically be included in an education indexing service. 


The mechanics of the co-operative scheme are straightforward The librarian of each 
participating library accepts responsibility for between three and five journals, according to their 
size, and at the end of each four months he indexes the issues for the period in question, All 
indexers use the same set of subject headings and, to ensure uniformity of entry, a standard form of 
lay-out, according to simple cataloguing rules, has been adopted. Each article is entered ona 


a ott 


5 x 3 card, under the chosen subject heading, and any additional headings under which the 
article might usefully be entered are given on the back of the card, for the attention of the 


editor Each article is also entered on a second card, this time under its author, with additional 
cards when necessary for joint authors. A fortnight after the end of each four-monthly period 
the cards are sent to the Institute librarians at Leeds and Hull who act as editors of the index 

One editor receives all the author cards and cumulates them in one alphabetical sequence; the 
other does the same for the subject cards, adding cross references and additional subject head- 
ings as required. The two indexes are duplicated (the subject on white, the author on tinted 
paper) and stapled together for distribution. Only one side of the paper is ised and each entr‘ 
occupies rather less than 5" of typescript, so that librarians can cut out the entries, mount then

The advantage of the scheme to participating libraries is obvious: the labour of index 
ing a few journals is repaid by the receipt of an index to more than 40; of course, the two 
libraries responsible for the editorial work carry a heavy burden indeed. One drawback must 
be mentioned - the danger of inconsistency when several different indexers are at work. This 


risk diminishes, however, as experience is gained and the editor acts as a final co-ordinator 

After two years of operation the index promises well, but limited funds restrict 
circulation to the participating libraries and a few training college libraries and research 
institutions

True, the conditions which caused this particular project to emerge and flourish are 
probably peculiar to one country; nevertheless, it is apparent that co-operative bibliographical 
work offers promising possibilities. Before this indexing scheme came into operation, British 
periodical literature on education was completely inaccessible in any organized fashion; toa 
modest extent the situation has now been brought under control. In other countries, where a 
similar position obtains and where suitably qualified groups of librarians are prepared to tackle 
the problem, similar results could probably be achieved. While from one point of view thjs 
would seem to be an extension of the fragmentation of bibliographical services which many writers 
and reports have deplored, it may often be the only present alternative to no action at all. _ It 
would mean that potential subscribers to more comprehensive schemes would be acquiring 
valuable experience, and machinery would be created in various countries that would facilitate 
their contributing to any broader based projects that may emerge.

The articles indexed, their number varying between 250-400, are classified by 
subject according to the International Bureau of Education (Geneva) classification systen 
The articles section is preceded by a list of educational periodicals While they may not 
all be indexed, they nevertheless provide a guide to the sources used. 


The publication is bilingual, French and Dutch; the number of pages of each annual 
issue varies between 80 to 150. Since 1955, it has been published in 2 separate parts 
under the titles Paedagogica Belgica Bibliographica, dealing with published materials 
and Paedagogica Belgica Academica,concerned with dissertations and memoirs

This is a guide to books and pamphlets concerning education and to a selection of 
articles appearing in Brazilian papers and periodicals on education or general culture.

At the beginning of each number, the classification plan adopted (Dewey decimal 
system) is given. Under each heading, books, pamphlets and articles are listed under 
author's name, followed by bibliographical data and summary of text quoted. 

Each number contains a subject index, an author index and a list of the reviews and 
periodicals analysed, varying between 40 and 50. There are about 80 pages and 280 
entries (most of which refer to journal articles) to each number.

These books or articles are written in various languages, 
but mainly in Czech, Slovak or some other Slav language.

The usual bibliographical information is given, followed 
by a summary of the book or article. 


Each number has about 24 pages and deals with 150 titles, approximately 80 per 
cent of which refer to articles.

Includes all necessary bibliographical references, more especially titles of pub- 
lications from which the articles have been drawn, with one or more paragraphs devoted j 
to each article. Each number has about 225 pages and covers 900 entries. No list is 
given of the sources analysed.

Books and other documentation on education in the Federal Republic are included, and 
comprise about a quarter of the total entries. Within the subject headings, the articles 
are listed in alphabetical order by name of author, followed by the usual bibliographical 
details for locating the article. Articles on education in countries other than Germany 
are classified, by country, ina small section at the end. 


There is a time-lag of two to three years between the date of the periodicals 
covered and the publication of the index, e.g. Das PAdagogische Schrifttum 1953 
appeared in April 1956.

The subject 
headings under which the abstracts are classified are listed in each issue. Examples 
of the headings are: philosophy of education; educational psychology; tests and measure- 
ments; examinations; students and student organizations; educational and vocational 
guidance; teachers and teacher training; curriculum; basic education; health and 
physical education; elementary, secondary, vocational and technical, and higher 
education; social education and educational extension, etc. 


Each entry comprises the usual bibliographical details for locating the article 
and special features such as graphs, tables, bibliographies are also indicated. This 
is followed by a synopsis of the article indicating''the purpose of the author and/or 
the conclusions he arrives at". 


Each issue contains approximately 50 pages, comprising from 125 to 150 entries, 
the majority of which are devoted to articles, monographs and pamphlets. An annual 1 
cumulative author index to each volume is given in the last issue of the volume. 


NETHERLANDS

The first section, which is slightly longer than the second, contains information 
about conferences, meetings, associations, laws and regulations, and surveys.

A 
description of the item selected is given (sometimes more than one page in length) 
followed by the reference to the journal or paper from which it has been taken. 


The second part is a bibliography giving summaries of nearly all the books and 
articles published during the foregoing month in the Netherlands and of some important j 
publications from abroad. About 250 entries are usually contained in this section, the 
majority of which are articles.
